Thousands Visit the Mam- 
moth Cavern Explored 
by the Post-Dispatch. 
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DEVELOPED INTO A VERY cg 
LAR RESORT. |

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A Railroad Will Be Built to It, Electric 
Lights Put in and It Will Be a 
World’s Fair Attraction. 


Within a month 1000 people have visited 
the great cave at Burkville, Ill., that was 
explored, pictured, and described by the 
Post-Dispatch on Feb. 17. It is 2% miles 
from Union Station. 

Before the Post-Dispatch sent a party to 
explore the cave its very existence was a 
kind of a myth, even among the people 
whose houses stand, perchance, over this 
subterranean wonder. 

Now the cave has been named and a 
board walk has been constructed that en- 
ables women to walk dryshod along the 
path that .he Post-D.spatch party waded 
in water hip deep. 

Before the Post-Dispatch revealed the 
extent of this cave the land around it was 
a wilderness. A bridle path led to tne 
cave’s mouth and a slippery hole that a 
starved bear might have syueezed through 
led to the floor of the cave, 30 feet below 
ground. 

The cave hag been developed and has be- 
come a popular resort since the Post-Dis- 
patch story was published. It is now called 
the Mammoth Cave of Illinois and it is 
des.gned to be one of the great suburban 
a.tractions for the World's Fair. 

A railway, either steam or electric, con- 
necting the cave with Burksville two mies 
away, is projected. If the B. & O. S.-W. 
Hailroad wili build a switch from Burks- 
ville to the cave the electric road will 
probably not be constructed. 

Plans for lighting the cave by electricity 
and arrangements for handling the Worids 
Fair crowds are under way.

A house has been constructed over the 
entrance to the cave and a large shelter 
hall stands on the hiliside near the cave.

Ex-Senator James Pickett of Waterloo, 
(ll., at the conclusion of a trip through 
the cave last week said: “This is the'| 
greatest sight of my life. The Mammoth 
cave of Kentucky cannot compare with this 
lilinois marvel." 

Mr. and Mrs. Wheeler of Chicago made a 
similar statement, after spending hours ex- 
ploring the intricate passages of the cave. 

A civil engineer who examined the for- 
mation of the cave believes that it extends 
to the Missouri river hills in St. Louis 
County and passes under the bed of the 
Mississippi river. One prmeege in the cave 
that has been explored for 14 miles bears 
toward the Mississippi river and apparent- 
ly confirms the engineer's statement. 

Old Juhn Helber, in company with Will- 
lam. Heining and J. J. Helber of Red Bud 
lil., explored this passage 21 years ago. 
They went 14 miles and only turned back 
on account of physical exhaustion. The

Two decades and more passed after Hel- 
ber’s party left the cave before a. second 
exploration was made. Helber died and 
the other members of his party ceased to.

The existence of the cave was nearly 
forgotten, when last February the Post- 
Dispatch sent an exploration party to in- 
vestigate. 

The Post-Dispatch party spent six hours 
in the cave and explored a hundred great 
and beautiful rooms. Appurently the cave,

lakes, filled with blind fish, are the re- 
mains of this river. 

Entering the cave by means of a ‘ong Jad- 
der the Post-Dispatch party found that they 
had the choice of two passages running in 
opposite directions. The northeastern pas- 
Sage was selected for exploration. he 
first large room was found 10 yards from | 
the entrance. It was 300 feet ‘ong 30 fet 
wide and of eat height. The walls were 
smooth and channeled by water. This room 
indicates the formation of many of the 
rooms found. The rooms are divided by 
narrow ssages, some adorned with daz- 
zling stalactites. 

The Post-Dispatch discovered and named 
man beautiful rooms, “Dead Man's 
Guich,” “Columbian Dome,” “Capital 
Dome,” “Cascade Ha!l"’ and others. One 
room “where a hundred springs drip in h‘d- 
den fissues in the wall was called ‘“‘Drip- 
ping Springs.’’ 

All these rooms can now be reached by 
a board walk that has been constructed. 
There is no danger in making the trip and

In time the “‘Mammoth Cave” of [llinola 
will be regarded as one of the greatest nat- 
ural wonders in the United States.

A PATHFINEDER ON WHEELS 


SUCESSFUL WORK OF THE GOOD 
ROADS TRAIN. 


A Triangular Enterprise That Has 


With Machinery Whose Work 
Has Opened Every- 
body’s Eyes. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

CAIRO, lil, July 6.—The siogan of good 
roads has been sounded this week in Cairo. 
From the streets of Cairo the cry has gone 
abroad to southern I.linois, western HKen- 
tucky and southeastern Missouri, for all 
these districts are included in the territory 
of the Tristate Good Roads Association, cr- 
ganized here. the Fourth:of Ju-y. 

Not only in the sections of the three 


states mentioned, but into far wider areas, 
has gone and will go the sound of the sio- 
gan of good roads, for the bugle is_ being 
blown from country hilltop and city house- 
top all the way from New Orleans to Chi- 


cago. 

The good roads train is carrying the g'ad 
tiuings of great joy—that passable roads are 
possible. Not ony this, but they are ,-rac- 
ticable, say the missionaries aboard the 
good roads train. It is possible and practl- 
cable for a road to be passab.e and pvractic- 
al. Roads, they declare, are for use, and 
they are showing how the roads may be 
made useful. 

The good roads train, which spent four 
days in Cairo this week, is a unique thing. 
Such a caravan never before crawied a ong 
steel rails or over prairie sod or forest high- 
way. It is the pioneer of the new civiliza- 
tion. It is the new pathfinder. It 1s a prac- 
tical home mission organization on wheels. 

Since April 20 this train has traveled near- 
ly 3000 miles along the iines of the Iliinois 
Central Raf road,* from the lakes to the 
gulf and thus far back with side trips, 
bearing aboard several of the best experts 
in road building, who have given practical 
demonstrations along the route in the mak- 
ing of good roads. 


Has Three 
Sides to It. 

The train is a triangular enterprise. The 
National Good Roads Association, with 
headquarters at Chicago, the government 
of the United States, and the Lllinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Co. have formed a combina- 
tion in the interest of highway improve- 
ment. But the government's part is the 
least of the three. 

The National Good Roads Association was 

organized .ast November in Chicago, teing 
in a measure the outgrowth of a meeting 
of good road promoters held in st. l.ouis 
in 1897. H. W. Moore was made president, 
and R. W. Richardson secretary. An effort 
was made to secure an appropriation from 
the government, to aid in doing mission- 
ary work for the cause. The snoroprixtion 
desired was not forthcoming, and the IIt- 
mote Central co-operated with the axasovia- 
tion. 
The rail’road company provided a train 
comsisting of a locomotive, eight flat ‘ars 
for carrying machinery, a caboose for the 
accommodation of laborers, and a combina- 
tion tourist coach for the road experts, 
civil engineers and Secretary Richardson, 
who is in charge of the train. 

The government gave to .the good 
roads train the _ serivces of Charles 
T Harrison, States special 
agent and road he de- 
partment of a Harri- 
son is a son of the late Hon. E. G. Harri- 
son, who died last February and who was 
a government road expert for years. The 
elder Harrison was a familiar figure at good 
roads conventions throughout the country. 
His enthusiasm for the cause made him 
popular everywhere, particularly with the 
farmers. He became known as “Farimer’’ 
Harrison. 

Another road expert, in the employ of 
the association. is W. H_ Irwin of Ottawa, 
Ill... a civil engineer, whore efforta have 


tion of streets and highways. He trave's 
aboard the train with Secretary Richard- 
son and Mr. Harrison, directing the practi- 
cal road-mak'ne wherever the train stops 
at a point selected. 

The compartment car has a dining room, 
a cookroom and ten berths for sleeping. 
The flat cars are lorded with tmnroved ma- 
chinerv. the use of which ts donated bv its 
manufacturers. Makers of road bullding 
materials also have representatives aboard 
the train. 

The railroad company furnishes a com- 
miccarv onutfit.and sunvites. Tt is the hellef 
of the management of the rallroad that the 
hetterment of ‘the hirhwavs conticuous to 
its I'nes willl enlaree its freteht traffic. In- 
asmich as statistics show that 99 per cent 
of the goods hauled bv railways must first 
be hanled over hichwavs«.

Method 
of Attack. 

The method of the National Good Roads 
Association is to, ascertain in advance a 
sultable city where a good roads conven- 
tion may be held. The citizens of the place 


then raise a few hundred dollars to assist 
in paying the expenses of bullding a mile 
or so of street or roadway, and the train 
makes a stop of a few days. Those inter- 
ested in the improvement of the roads hold 
a convention, organize a district associa- 
tion, and view the actual working of the 
machinery. Messrs. Harrison and Irwin, 
with others, make addresses along practi- 
cal lines. It is the hope of the Nea/ional 
Association that the enthusiasm created at 
these meetings may increase as time goes 
by and that much good may result. 

Sinco the train left Chicago on the 2%th of 
April it has stopped at various points, at 
each of which a piece of road has been 
built and an association has been organized 
to carry on the work. The first stop was 
Fivssmore, Iil., 25 miles south of Ch'cago. 
The next was at New Orleana La., where 
a notable convention was held and the 
good roads machinery, in less than two 
days, transformed an impassable street 
nto a fine roadway over which automobiles 
were run before the train left the city. 

Since then the train has been halted for 
roed building at Natchez, Vicksburg. Green 
ville, Clarksdale, Oxford, Grenada Macomb 
City and Jackson.

Another delegate told the Congress- 
man that it was well for him that he did 
so, for in the near future, said this dele- 
gate, the farmers are going to make good 
roads an issue in the election of congress- 
men and other legislators.

BED OF GYPSUM UNDER TEXAS 


Some Singular Geological Facts De- 
veloped in Boring for Oil in the 
Beaumont Field. 


BEAUMONT, Tex., July 6.—Several days 
ago there was a report from the oil well 
that is being drilled at what is known 4s 


Big Hill,.in the Stephen Eaton survey, in 
the southwestern part of the county. This 
report was to the effect that the drill Had 
reached sulphur formations, but further 
than this no information could be heard 
relative to the ofl features of the well. 
Capt. A. F. Lucas .told of the condition 
of this well. which is being drilled by the 
J. M. Guffey Petroleum Co., and spoke 
of finding a formation there which com- 
pletely mystifies him and to a large extent 
reverses all theories as to the formation 
of the earth at what is considered the oil 
strata depth. Capt. Lucas told the story 
in about the following language, barring 
many geological terms which are not plain 
to the layman: 

“You know it is my belief that there Is 
a great gypsum bed which underlies this 
whole country, and there are some other 
formations which I believe also exist here, 
but which is not pertinent to the present 
discussion. In the Spindletop territory, as 
is generally known, we have struck the olil- 
bearing sand and the sulphur almost in the 
same formation. Sometimes the sulphur 1s 
above the oil and sometimes it is under it, 
and I think that next below the sulphur

MOWS NEARLY 150 GOOD ACRES 
This Is Siieus' tin Only Farm Crop, 
Strictly Speaking, Which the 
Government Attends To. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 6.—Uncle Sam's 
harvest has just opened, and for 


several days the United States Gevernmen: 
has been reaping its annual crop of hay 
+4 the public.domain meadows in the 
aVhdh ii, 

This is the only crop of any ricultura! 
product, with the exception of that raised 
by the Agricultural Department, for ex- 
perimental purposes and for seed distr.bu- 
lion, the United States raises. The im- 
mense farm from which the hay is ob- 
tained, is situated in the heart of the city, 
and comprises nearly one hundred and 
‘fifty acres of the best and most fertile ‘anu 
|in the district. Ejighty-two acres are in 
the White Lot reservation, and sixty-two 
in the lower Mall, particularly in the 
| Smithsonian grounds. A big force of inow- 
ers have been busy during the past few 
|days cutting the grass, and raking it into 
haycocks. During this time the fragrance 
|of the new mown hay has been very no 
| ticeable in the vicinity of the parks. The 
| hay gutters employed by Col. | Theodore 
| Bingham, who has charge of the Depart- 
|ment of Public Buildings and grounds, are 
| the regular force of park § grass-cutters, 
land comprise a small army. This is thel 
busy season, and the work will continue 
until the entire-crop is ‘‘in.”’ 

he crop will not be so good this year 
as it was last,’ said Col. Bingham last 
night. ‘‘Last season the grass cut from 
| the Mall was of a-particularly fine quality 
'and the amount cut was large. This year 
ithe grass is of a poorer quality, and it Is 
not so thick. We will not obtain as much 
as we did a year ago. This is probably due 
to the large amount of rain which we have 
been having.” 

I™ncle Sam is not a greedy farmer, ac- 
cording to Col. Bingham. Only one crop 
of grass is harvested for the public use. 
After that has been cut the only -official 
interest taken in the grass is to see that 
it does not become rank and disfigure the 
parks. The best quality of the grass har- 
vested goes to the horses employed by the 
government in the various departments. 
Every year Col. Bingham selects the finest 
haycock on the circle back of the monu- 
ment, where the tenderest grass usually 
grows, and presents it to President Mc- 
Kinley’s thoroughbreds. . This courtesy has 
long been a custom with the superintend- 
ent of public grounds and the President and 
the White House horses appreciate it.

DURING THE WAR 


Kidnaped From. a Sick (Straw) Bed 
and Nursed Back to Life by 
John Allen’s Sister. 


In the fall of 1862 Gen. Sterling Price was 


in command of the Confederate troops at 
Tupelo, Miss., and I was hs comm.ssary” 
weneral. We had a fearful epidemic 0} 
smallpox amongst the troops and many 
died from the terrible scourge. Worn out 
with constant work and my efforts to pro- 
vide for the ablebodied as well as the sick, 
{ had taken a severe cold which had de- 
veloped into consumption. The doctors 
wiih their usual prompiness pronounced my 
case utterly hopeless and consigned me to 
an early grave. But the gods nad me in 
their keeping and the disciples of Esculap- 
ious had reckoned without their host. 

Early one beautiful October morning 2@ 
carriage and a wagon stopped in front of 
the tent where I lay preparing to ‘‘shuf- 
fle off this mortal coil.’’ A beautiful and 
dignified lady entered my tent and asked 
for ‘‘Maj. Mellon.’’ In what must have been 
a sepulchral voice I replied that 1 was 
that dignitary. I. must have presented 
a pitiful appearance as I lay upon a little 
pile of straw too weak to raise my head 
to acknowledge her visit. She introduced 
herself as Mrs. Jacob Robbins and tgld 
me that she had heard of me and my 
condition, and that she had come to take 
me to her home. Though physically unable 
to rise from my bed of straw I had been 
strong enough to sit up and give orders 
to my subordinates and in this way I had 
managed to keep up with the aftairs ot 
my office. I aid not relish the idea of 
being taken away from my duties and 
though I realized that for the active per- 
formance of duty 1 was entirely unfitted, 
yet I felt that so much depended dpon me, 
that I absolutely declined to accompany 
my new acquaintance to her hospitable 
mansion. Upon receiving my answer she 
urned to two strong negro men who stood 
on the outside-of the tent and ordered 
‘hem to pick me up and carry me out and 
put me in the wvron: this thev did with 
rbout as little effort and consideration as 
it Was possibie to move a man of my rank 
and station from his headquarters into a 
two-horse wagon. It was no use to kick 
and though I appealed to my men to pro- 
tect me I was captured by a lady and two 
a men right before the faces of my 
soldiers, loaded into a wagon and taken 
to the country. To give the reader an 
idea of my physical condition I will say in 
parenthesis, that I weighed just 70 pounds 
while my fighting weight was 110. 

Never was a prisoner more generously 
and kindly treated by a captor than I was, 
I was given a soft bed in a large, airy, 
comfortable room in Mrs. Robdbins’ mag- 
nificent house and it was a luxury that few 
who have not experienced the change from 
a nile of straw to clean sheets and a 
feather bed can appreciate. I slept well: 
I won't say how long or how soundly ! 
slept, but I do not think Gabriel could 
have aroused me very easily from that 
sweet, refreshing slumber. When I 41d 
wake u was so nicely treated and fed 
on all the delicacies that wealth could af- 
ford and that shattered phvsical strength 
could appreciate that I was glad that I had 
been so unceremonios!y Hidsased and 
carried away from mv ‘ ficial duties. 

Some time during the iext day Mrs. Rob- 
bins came {nto my room and said: “Maj 
Mellon. I want you to meet my brother. 
John Allen, who is a Confederate soldier. 
and is here on a brief visit. He is only 
15 years of age. Calling to him she said: 
‘Brother John, this {s your commissary, 
Maj. Mellon.’’ 

I was about as near a dead man aa one 
could be and still have breath in his body 
and yet I will never forget the look that 
John Allen gave me. It was one of horror. 
mingled with disgust and the ridiculous. 
Turning abruptly from me he exclaimed: 
“Mv God! has it come to this! “War, 
pestilence and famine!" and then he bolted 
abruptly for the door. I shal never for- 
get his expression nor the abrupt manner 
In which he left th§ room. carrying on 

{fs arm a large pafr of boots that his 
sister had given him. 

Mrs. Robbins appeared to be greatly mor- 
tiled at the manner in which.her brother 
had acted, but said bv way of apo'ogy that 
John had a great amount of humor in him 
and in spite of himse'f on the most se- 
rious occasions he would give vent to h's 
pent up feelings in just such erratic bursts 
as the speech he had made over what was 
apparently a lifeless corpse. 

I assured her that ] dia not feel hurt 
over what he had said and that my appear- 
ance had doubtlessly justified the remarks. 
[ remember also of szying to her that | 
was very favorably impressed with the 
young mans appearance and assured her 
that If he lived he would make his mark in 
the world, a prophecy that has been more 
than fulfilled, for ‘‘Private John Allen” as 
he is known over the length and breath of 
the country, has filled a very. hgh place 
in the public estimation for the past 10 or 
15 years. 

I remained for several weeks at the hos- 
pitable Robbins’ manston and by good 
nursing and kind attention regained much 
of my natural vigor. I did not give up 
mv official duties. but so arranged my 
affairs that I still kept a genral s:pervis- 
ion over my devartment an? ‘rrouch my 
subordinates maintained mv official posij- 
tion as commissary-general for Gen. Price's 


When Gen. Price moved his forces from 
Tupelo to Iva, Miss. I was ready to ac- 
company hm and bidding forewell to my 
rererous hostess and benefactress I re- 
joined the command. When I left Mrs 
Robbins I was loaded down with presents

Irrigation has been conducted here since 
ihere was a settlement, the early Spanish, 
Mexicans and Indians us.ng it with a de- 
gree of success that provided for all their 
wants. In modern times the old Mexican 
ditches have been used south of the city 
by Germans and Itallans with success. 

But their methods produced no such re- 
suite that have followed Mr- Collins’ ex- 
periment. He discovered the secret of ‘‘in- 
tensive cultivation’’ with this soil when he 
found that the best results could be at- 
tained if the water was never allowed tu 
touch the olant, and if as little water as 

sible was allowed to stand on the sur- 
ace. 

His tenants each have a connection with 
the main ditch, which is supplied by the 
They cultivate their plants, 
corn, okra, melons, cotton, beans, in fact. 
everything that will grow in this country in 
rows well banked up, with deep furrows 
between. 

Each tract is given water for 55 minutes 
once in six days. The water is run intv 
alternate rows for that time. It has been 
ee that all the water that will run 
in 5) minutes will be immediately absorbed 
and none will stand ‘on the surface. The 
water running into alternate furrows per- 
colates ton, Ne the dry furrow, wetting 
the soil around the roots thoroughly. 

At a meeting of the Business Men's Club 
Mr. Collins showed samples of the products 
of his farm, luscious canteloupes, beans, 
eas and okra. He has cotton 12 inches 

igh that shows from 12 to 16 squares to 
the plant. Corn grows luxuriantiy. His 
tenants told the Business Men's Club that 
the yield was worth from $100 to $500 per 
acre annually. They expect to gather four 
ecrops every year from it. 

The report of this enterprise, just made 
public, has opened the eyes of the people 
of Ban Antonio and already others are ar- 
ere to follow Mr. Collins’ example. His 
profit is not a small one, as he is paid 20 
an acre rental for all the land, his only ex- 


pense being the origina! cost of the two 
wells, about $3000. Much of the land now 
us for this purpose could . have been 


leaeed three years ago for 50 cents an acre, 
and could have been bought outright for 


' from $2 to $5 an acre.

The hack 
is made of enamel in relief. representing 
the bath of Venus. At the foot is the sig- 
nature “J. C.."" Jean de Court. It is Li- 
moges, end of the sixteenth century. This 
is an exquisite piece of work, perfect in 
every detail and in complete preservation. 


A Strange 
Circular Medallion. 


A strange circular medallion is that rep- 
resenting a man and woman In cosiumes 
of the beginning of the sixteen'h century, 
piaving at dice. The figures are executed 
in relief on a black ground. Some portions 
of their costumes are tinted in blue and 
violet. 

There is also, among other beautiful ob- 
jects, a large oval medallion of enameled 
gold, decorated on both sides, with designs 
of flowers and birds translucent in enamel. 
On the s'des are studs of enameled gold 
and inside the medallion is a miniature in 
oils on copper, representing a young Span- 
lard wearing a rich costume of the seven- 
teenth century. This is Augsburg work of 
the seventeenth century. 

These are but a few of the rare and 
highly valuable articles in this collection. 
It is now in the custody of the British! 
Museum, where Mr. Pierpont Morgan has | 
deposited it. pending the nerotiations he is | 
carrying on with the United States customs 
authorities as to the duty to be levied, 
should it be taken across the Atlantic.

SLAYER UNFOLDS 
STORY OF CRIME 


Desmond Says Thomas John- 
ston Has Ounfessed. 


BOX-CAR MYSTERY CLEARED 


PRISONER SIGNS STATEMENT 
CLAIMING SELF-DEFENSE. 


Asserts That He Quarreled With Ry- 
burn Over a Game of Cards Played 
by Moonlight and That 
They Fought. 


Chief of Detectives Desmond told the 
Post-Dispatch last night that Thomas 
Johnston had confessed to him that he 
killed James Ryburn in a box car at East 
Alton during the dawn of Friday. 

Johnston signed a written narrative of 
the murder, which was the denouement of a 
game of cards played in the moonlight be- 
tween the victim and his slayer. 

The dying man was found under a pile 
of straw in the box car by a police offi- 
cer several hours after the tragedy. He 
was removed to a hospital at East Alton 
where he expired shortly after his arriva 
without regaining his senses. 

Johnston was arrested by Detectives 
Frese and Geimer at Third and Valentine 
streets in this city just before noon yester- 
day. The clew the detectives followed was 
the sale of the dead man’s watch at a 
rene on South Second street. James 

inegold, the pawnshop keeper, identified 
the prisoner as the person who had dis- 
pos of Ryburn's watch. 


Johnston’s Story 

of the Crime. 

In his story of the crime written by his 
own hand, Johnston says that he met Ry- 
burn in East St. Louls Thursday. They 


went together to East Alton for the pur- 
pose of taking the train at that point for 
Kansas City. 

“We arrived in East Alton Thursday 
night and had to wait there for our train,”’ 
said Johnson. ‘There is no waiting room 
there and we got into a boxcar to wait. 
We began playing cards to pass away the 
time. KRyburn put up a dollar and aid 
the same thing. 

“It was moonlight and we could see 
Plainly without any other light. We sat 
on the floor of the car with our legs spread 
apart and the space between us was used 
as the table, 

“I won the dollar. Then we put up two 
dollars each. I won both of them. Ryburn 
then said that he would put up his watch 
and he took it off and laid it down against 


the three dollars which I put down in 
front of me. Ryburn dealt the hand. I

Pitiable Fate of Edward Par- 
ker Deacon, 


FINAL ACT OF CANNES TRAGEDY 


Last Chapter of the Tragic Story 
Which for Nine Years Was the 
Chief Topic of the People of 
Two Continents. 


BOSTON, July 6.—Edward Parker Dea- 
con, member of a wealthy Boston famlly, 
and who killed Emile Abeille at Cannes, 
France, in 1892, because of the latter's at- 
tentions to Mrs. Deacon, ts dead. He had 
been insane for several] years, and died in 
a private asylum. Nine years ago two con- 
tinents rang with the Cannes tragedy. and 
the scandal of which it was the sequel. 
Four years ago the man who took his 
wife's lover’s life lost his reason brooding 
over his wrongs and his disgrace and since 
that time has been confined in a madhouse. 


CHAPTER I. 


Edward Parker Deacon was a type of 
the New England aristocrat—haughty, self- 
restrained and dignified, possessing strict 
ideas of morality and honor, almost a mar- 
tinet; a man of domestic tastes and car- 
ing more for quiet enjoyment than for the 
whirl of society. He was a member of a 
very well-known Boston family. His moth- 
er was a Miss Parker, the daughter of an 
old-time Boston merchant, whose thrift 
had augmented a considerable fortune 
handed down to him by his father, John 
Parker, a ship-owner, who at the time of 
his death was reckoned the richest man 
in all New England. 

Miss Parker married Edward Deacon, a 
sea captain. who built the famous Deacon 
mansion, which stood on Washington 
Street. This brave old house occupi an 
entire square and Capt. Deacon spared no 
expense in its construction or decoration.

It was in this superb house in Boston— 
known as “Deacon's Folly’’—that Edward 
Parker Deacon was born. His father died 
while he was a littie boy. When yet a 
beardliess youth Deacon tendered his ser- 
vices to his country, and in 1862 was ap- 
pointed to a responsible position on the 
staff of Gen. Heintzelman, where he served 
until the end of the war. He was very 
popular with his fellow officers. 

After the war, when he returned to Bos- 
ton, he was a prominent man about town. 
He was very good looking, with rather a 
fierce, haw-haw sort of manner. He was 
received in fashionable society and became 
an acknowledged authority on many so- 
cial points. 

He was looked upon as a confirmed bacne- 
lor. People who knew him intimately de- 
clared that he would never marry, as he 
was too fond of his freedom. He made 
many trips to London, Nice and Paris, 
where he was always cordially received by 
the best class of English society. He kept 
elegant traps and frequented the best clutis. 
He was extremely fond of yachting and 
often put in at Newport,

Mrs. Deacon, on the death of her father, 
received a portion of his large estate. With 
her beauty, her money and her social! posi- 
tion, she soon became a star in the fash- 
ionable society of the French capital. At 
one time she was said to be the prettiest 
woman in Paris, that city of beautiful 
women. 

The Deacons returned to America and 
spent a summer at Newport. The rumors 
of Mrs. Deacon's social success abroad had 
preceded her, and she was received by the 
most exclusive sets in Newport. It was, 
in fact, only a year before Deacon shot 
Abeille that the family had a house in 
Newport, and were decidedly in the swim at 
that place.

CARLTON MEYERS VOYAGE 


Soared Away Five Miles, Finally 
Landed Safely in a Field of Grain 
and Is Now a Hero.

WEST LIBERTY, Io., July 6.—Carlton | 
Meyer, 12 vears of age, Is the hero whom 
all are worshiping. The lad was carried off 
to the clouds in a runaway balloon, but 
never lost his wits, and finally landed safe- 
ly. The ascension was to be made by 
Baldwin brothers of Quincy, III. 

A large crowd gathered on the commons 
and watched the preparations for the as- 
cent. Among the spectators was Carlton 
Meyer. He, boylike, was eager to aid in 
the undertaking, and was helping to hold 
the balloon down, when suddenly it sprang 
away into the air. To the amazement and 
horror of the crowd young Meyer was 
seen to sail upwards with the balloon, 


hanging head down, with his feet entangled 
in one of the hopes. The aeronaut who was 
to have gone up in the balloon had the 
presence of mind to call to the boy: 
“Hang on, hang on to the rope.’’ 

The boy bravely clutched the line and 
squirmed around until he caught one of 
the dangling parachute ropes. The little 
fellow showed admirable nerve, and did 
not once make a slip as he twisted himself 
abuvut and gradually worked himself up to 
the balloon. Mrs. Meyer, the boy's moth- 
er, fainted as she saw her boy carried 
away. 

Straight upward shot the balloon with 
its litthe captive. When it had reached 
an altitude of about a mile an air cur- 
rent struck ft and it began to drift away 

Then be gan a novel and exciting chase. 

As the balloon moved the crowd followed 
it. With necks craned, a prayer on every 


lip, they ran, axpoctsng every instant to 
see the bov dashed to death on the earth. | 
Along the roads, over fleldsy and _ fences, | 
they ran, and when those afoot were dis- 
tanced the pursult was kept up by men on 
wagons or on horseback. 

After five miles had been covered the 
balloon was seen slowly to descend. As 
the air in it cooled it steadily settled, 
wavering now and then and drifting about 
with the capricious breeze as though to 
torment the anxious and nearly spent fol- 
lowers.

ANNEXATION SURE TO COME. 


The Old Veteran Was Entertained at 
Dinner in New York by 
W. E. D. Stokes. 


NEW -YORK, July 6.—W. E. 
gave a dinner at the Union League 
this evening to Gen. Maximo Gomez 
Gen. Estrada Palma. Mr. Stokes was for- 
meriv a member of the Cuban League of 
America and was closely identified with the 
work of the junta of which Gen. 
was the head. 

The dinner was arranged on the spur of 
the moment, Gen. Gomez intending to re- 
turn to Cuba today and not deciding to re- 
main over until this morning, when he 
:ccepts Mr. Stokes’ Invitation and the 
guests were sum™oned by telegraph. 

The Cuban general was the hero of the 
occasion and was warmly received. He 
made a brief speech, which was interpreted 
by Gen. Gonzales. 

Gen. Gomez said he was almost touched 
to tears by the remarkable reception he 
had received in the United States. He 
knew Cuba was indebted to. the United 
States, but he never knew until he came 
here how deep that debt was—that it was 
not merely the obligation of one people to 
another, but of brother to brother. Every 
Cuban born and bred, he said, lived and 
died with the itdea of Cuba lIlbre before 
him, with the hope of the people being 
free and relieved of the yoke of oppres- 
sion. 

Cuba and the United States, said the 
general, belong together. It is only a 
question of gravitation when they will be 
one. But at present, after the great strus- 
gie in which hundreds of thousands of 
lives were sacrificed, and when men re- 
turned to their homes only to find their 
wives and children starved to death in the 
restricted barrier in which Weyier heid 
them under his policy of reconcentrativui, 
they feit that they must have Cuba Libre.

was a devoted yachtsman, 
and Newport was an ideal place for a 
'vacht to hail from. He had owned a big 
schooner. the Vesta, and was ene of that 
venturesome trio that raced from Sandy 
Hook to Cowes, Engiand, for a sweepstake 
'of $10,000 each. 


How He Went 
Into Racing. 
About 1874 Mr. Lorillard determined to go 
into racing, and set about building a great 
racing farm at Rancocas, N. J. One of the 


first purchases he made was a tall, lanky, 
raw-boned colt by the despised Leaming- 
| ton, for which he paid $780. There was a 
shrewdness about this bargain that Mr. 

Lorillard has always been very proud of, 
and if he had never owned another horse 
‘than Parole his fame as an owner would 
be International. After beating everything 
(in sight in the United States Parole was 
sent to England when he was 6 years old, 
'and in one season won the Newmarket 
Handicap, the City and Suburban, with 
Fred Archer up; the great Metropolitan 
| Handicap, the Epsom Gold Cup and sev- 
eral minor events. 

In 181 Mr. Lorillard entered Iroquols for 
the Derby. and won in.the face of great 
‘discouragement. This grand victory Iro- 
guois followed up by winning the St. 
Leger. 

Meanwhile, his colts and fillies were run- 
ning up a fine winning score at home. 
' Pizarro, Gonfalon, Breeze, Battledore, 
Hiawasse, Wanda and Dewdrop were all 
| prominent winners ghee the early eigh- 
ties, but in 1888 Mr. Lorillard greatly sur- 
prised the racing world by withdrawing 
from the turf. 

He inherited several thousand acres of 
rough land in the Ramapo Hills., Nobody 
but a genius would have thought of mak- 
a, these waste places blossom forth into 
a Garden of Eden. 

It was in 1884-85, when every one sup- 
posed that Mr. Lorillard was engrossed in 
racing, that he was going over the plans 
for founding Tuxedo, for establishing a 
great game and fishing preserve there, for 
bullding a great clubhouse and for selling 
off building plots to those who would be- 
come members of the organization and sub- 
scribe to its laws. 


Controversy With 

Actor Bellew. 

Tuxedo was one of his hobbies. In the 
early davs of the place he ruled over it like 
a k'ng. His dictatorship led to a controv- 
ersy in which Mrs. James Brown Potter 
and Kyrle Bellew, the actor, played a 
prominent part. 

It was before Mrs. Potter had separated 
from her husband. They had\a cottage at 
Tuxedo, and among the guests invited to 
their home was Bellew, who was instruct- 
ing Mrs. Potter tn dramatic art. On one 
occasion Mr. Potter took Bellew to the 
clubhouse and regaled him with refresh- 
| monts, 
| Pierre Lortilard was furious. He did not 
deem the actor a fit person to enjoy the 
hospitalities of the club, and he told Mr.

Duke of Kent, One of the Finest in 
America, the Victim of a 
Poisoner. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., July: 6.—The last of 
the famous Trnbulativn strain of bird dogs 
was removed from the city Saturday when 
Duke of Kent III was killed by the dog 
poisoner. The animal was the property 
of G. W. Gelssler. He was one of the 
finest-bred dogs of the strain {in America, 
and Mr. Geissler had refused $1000 for him 
only a short time ago. 

The cowardly work of the poisoner tn kill- 
ing Duke caused more than the usual 
amount of anger not only among dog own- 
ers but the public as well, from the fact 
that the intelligent anima] had been the 
bodyguard and constant companion of an 
afflicted child of Mr. Geissler’s for the last 
two years. The little boy, who had learned 
to love the big dog as he would a broth- 
er, could not be consoled when he learned 
that his friend was dead, and the sight 
of him clinging to his dead body was piti- 
able. 

A strange coincidence in the death of the 
dog is the fact that he passed the fatal 
city building corner just a short time be- 
fore he evidenced signs of being sick. Mr. 
Geissier left his home in Upper Water 
street to go to his place of business. Lle 
did not notice that the dog was following 
him until Third and Main streets were 
reached. He then told the dog to go home 
and the animal! turned to obey the last or- 
der of his master. He was scarcely avie 
to walk when he reached the house. He 
tried to climb the steps of the front porch 
and get into the hall, but his strengih wus 
not sufficient and when found a short time 
later by the members of the family he 
had crawled under the porch and was in 
a dying condition.

Wealthy. Invalid New 


Yorker Who Has Had Four Companions” 
That Mave Died Abroad.

HAT is the explanation of the 


strange fatality that follows those 
who go from the United States to 


Turope with one of the richest women in 
the world, Mrs. Franz Otto Matthiessen’ 

In the past 15 year# four persons who 
have accompanied her abroad have died .in 
Paris. ; 

First it was her son, Francis; next her 
only surviving child, a beautiful daughter, 
Helen; then her sister, Mrs. Grace Boyles 
Of Philadelphia, and finally her devoted 
husband, the sugar king. | 

Another sister, Mrs. Caroline Hillman, is 
ror~alescing in Paris from a serious ill- 
ness, and now Mrs. Matthiessen herself, 
who had engaged passage on a steamship 
to bring the body of her husband to New 
York, has been taken ill and it will be 1m- 
possible for her to make the voyage until 
late in August, if indeed she is well enough 
to undertake it even then. 

For the past 15 years the health of Mrs. 
Matthiessen, who is now 60 years of age, 
has been anything but robust. Physicians 
have recommended a frequent change of 
scene for her, and it was in obedience to 
, their mandate that she visited Europe in 
7886. Her husband, who afterward became 
treasurer of the Sugar Trust, was unable 
to accompany her, so she journeyed with 
her sister, Mrs. Boyies; her young 6o0n, 
Francis, and a maid. 

In Paris the son, 
* strong, was taken ill and 
weeks. 

Three years later Mrs. Matthiessen was 
again advised to try European travel. On 
this occasion she was accompanied by her 
daughter, Helen; her sister, Mrs. Hillman, 
and two maids. 

Helen Matthiessen was 17 years old, of 
remarkable beauty, a famous equestrienne 
and a skillful tennis player. 

One of her girl companions and dearest 
friends was Helen Gould, a neighbor at 
Irvington-on-the-Mfdson. 

During Mrs. Matthiessen's.second trip to 
Europe a few weeks were spent by the lit- 
tle party at Nice, a month at Venice, and 
then they moved to Rome, where thgy con- 
templated spending the winter. 

But the daughter began rapidly 
cline. 

Physicians said she was not acclimated 
and scoffed at the mother's fears that her 
only child had contracted the dreaded Ro- 
man fever. 

Hastily Mrs. Matthiessen packed her be- 
longings and moved to Paris. There the 
party took apartments at the Grand Ho- 
tel. 

Before the month was done the heart- 
broken mother was hastening across the 
Atiantic, the body of Helen Matthiessen, 
a victim of Roman fever, lying in a me- 
tallic casket in the hold of the véssel. 

Four years later she decided to venture 
upon a third European tour. 

Her widowed sister, Mre. Boyles, was her 
companion. They visited Russia, Turkey, 
Egypt, and finally came to Paris, where 
Mra. Matthiessen leased a mansion on the 
Boulevard Haussmann. 

At thie time ehe seemed greatly improved 
in health, and her sister, too, was appar- 
ently strong and vigorous. But suddenly 
Mrs. Boyles was stricken with a mysteri- 
Ouvs Ulness. In five days she was dead. 

Again did Mrs. Matthiessen journey across 
the ocean mourning a loved one. 

After this Mrs. Matthiessen lived for the 
Most part at Irvington. Her only enjoy- 

ment in life was the companionship of her

TwW6 years ago Mrs. Matthiessen’s health 


again failed and a fourth European trip, 


was recommended. She was fearful, recall- 
ing her sad experiences, and compromised 
with her physicians by spending the winter 
at Palm Beach, Fla. 

In the spring, as she was still weak, a 
sea voyage was declared by the doctors to 
be imperative. Her husband had resigned 
his treasurership and his office as a direc- 
tor of the Sugar Trust, though still being 
the head of the Glucose Trust, and he 
found it possible to accompany his wife. 

They spent most of their time in Norway, 
although going later to the Third Cataract 
of the Nile. Returning to New York in the 
early fall, they spent a month on the Irv- 
ington estate, then again went to Palm 
Beach, and in February last went abroad. 


It was their intention to make a tour of 
the world. Mrs. Matthiessen disapproved 
the itinerary of her husband, which called 
for a fortnight's stay in Paris, but her ob- 
jections were finally overcome and they 
reached the French capital on March 7 and 
engaged apartments at a hotel. 

The next morning when the milllonaire’s 
man servant went to arouse his master it 
was to find him dead in bed of heart dis- 
ease, 

The widow was prostrated from shock 
and for a week or more it was feared she 
would follow her husband to the grave. 
Her sister, Mrs. Hillman, was summoncd 
to Paris and reached there as the stricken 
woman was convalescinge. Then she in turn 
was made fll and her sister watched over 
her day and night.

30 ST. LOUISANS TO THEIR 
FAITH IN THELAST 2 YEARS 


This City Is the Headquarters of the Southern Illinois 
Conference of the Salt Lake Chureh and From This 
Center the Proselyting Work of 18 Mission- 
aries, Who Serve Without Pay and 
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HIRTY St. Louts men ana women have 
joinea the Mormon Church of Utah 
in the last two years. 

Vour missionaries sent from Salt Lake 
City have worked for these as only religion- 
ists oan work. 

Four elders of the Mormon Church have 
made house-to-house visits every day for 
two years. They have been ordered from 
homes where they sought to sow the seed 
ef their faith. They have been refused per- 
mite to preach on the streets. They have 
been treated as a common foe and every 
@ay rudely rebuffed. 

But they have persevered. They have ac- 
wepted the rebuffs as necessary to the per- 
feot development of the meek and patient 
epirit. They have had days without con- 
verts. And the 380 converts, which would 
@eem eo few to the more than a half million 
people of St. Louis, satisfy and gladden the 
Mormon elders. Thirty in St. Louis in two 
years seems many to them, for in the field- 
book of Mormonism St. Louls is designated 

an almost barren field. 

ea elders in New York City have 
Created a sensation within the last few 
Gays by winning over to their faith two 
prominent New York women, one of them 
president of the Young People’s Society of 
Christian Endeavor at the Bronx Church. 

No such sudden bound into fame has at- 
ten@_] the labors of the Mormon elders in 
St. Louis. They have made no sensational 
conversions. Their work has been quiet, 
Giffioult. It would be discouraging to any- 
one less zealous than a Mormon. 

It is quite a remarkable story of present- 
Gay religious zeal and popular prejudice 
that these Mormons of St. Louis tell. There 
is a close view of humankind in it, a laying 
bare of the hearts of thousands of men 
and women. The characters in this story 
are these Mormon churchmen, patient, per- 
severingly preaching a strange faith to a 
people who do not want to hear—these on 
the one hand. On the other are the people 
of America’s fourth largest city—the people 
of many temperaments and many kinds— 
especially kind and unkind. Some are cruel, 
rough. Others are gentile, polite. Some are 
Serious; some very shallow. 

Some will say to the missionary, ‘You're 
& Mormon; get out of the house!” 

Others will say, “You're a Mormon; come 
in and tell us about the Mormons.” 

All are skeptical. 

In such a field have the Mormons of St. 
Louls worked for two years. They are 
working here now. Thirty converts are not 
many for four men in two years—less than 
One to each man for every three months. 
But the Mormon elders are tn good spirits. 
They think 80 a good many converts in st. 
Louis. They know the field. 

The Mormon Church claims a nibaibaintee 
of 660,000 in the United States. It has 2000 
elders constantly working as eae 
in the States. The elders call this being “ 
the road."" The four men who are wabtcines 
St. Louis are of these 200. Their work is 
Similar to that of all the rest. 

The church was an organization equaled 
Dy those of few other sects. In its con- 
_ @eriptive feature it is not unlike some of 
the armies of Burope. The elders working 
2 * 8 toule are not professionally {ollow- 
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ing the ministry. They have been given 
this work to do for a period of three years. 
All of them come from Utah and the Mor- 
mon strongholds around there. They have 
been chosen for this work by thelr super- 
fors In the church, who are believed to in- 
terpret the will of God. The able, the edu- 
cated, the zealous—these make up the lists. 
They are all officers in the Church of Lat- 
ter Day Saints. Their ranks gradate just 
as ranks gradated in the primitive church. 
These men in St. Louls hold a lowly office. 
The dignitaries of the Mormon church are 
at Salt Lake City. 

The Mormons divide the country Into mis- 
sion districts. They have a West mission, 
a Northwest mission, a Southwest Mission, 
a Southeast mission, an East mission and 
a North mission. Missouri and Illinois are 
in the North mission. The missions are in 
turn divided into cohferences similar to 
those of the Methodist church. St. Louis 
is headquarters for a conference, which in- 
cludes the city and the south ha@lf of Iili- 
nols. The president of this conference 
lives here. He has a chief counselor, who 
is with him. The secretary of the confer- 
ence is also in St. Louls. With these men 
are two elders without conference title. 

Aside from the four workers in St. Louis 

the president of this conference has four- 
teen other elders directly under him. These 
are in Illinois. They work in pairs. Two 
are at Alton, two at Mt. Olive, two at Rob- 
inson, two at Vienna, tWo at Hill, ete. 
East St. Louls has four. 
All these men. are serving 
on the road.’ It is a work 
every able Mormon if he shall be so called. 
One of the elders in the St. Louls confer- 
ence has been called a second time. ‘hey 
are men of all ages and many nationalities. 
Their average age is vears, and if they 
could have an average nationality it would 
be almost American. 

These men are of geod address. They are 
good conversationalists. They are well in- 
formed. They are patient. They are quiet. 
They have tact. They can withstand re- 
buffs. They are temperate. They are good- 
natured. They are economical. They are 
capable of understanding men and women. 
In a word, they are what they must be. 
Were they remiss in any one of these re- 
spects they could not qualify for the dif- 
ficult work of a Mormon eider.

A KITE TOWS A LOADED BOAT. 


N the Moselle river, recently, a man 

() flew a Malay kite 6% feet in length 

and succeeded in towing with it a 

boat containing six persons against a 
somewhat swift current. 

The wind at the time, it is said, was 
strong, and he could have easily inereased 
the force of traction by flying several kites. 

This fact naturally suggests experiments 
in this line and for the purpose those ex- 
perienced in kite flying seem to think that 
the kites of the Hargrave system would be 
the best, as one of this kind with a height 
of 4% feet can scarcely be held by two men 
when enough cord has been paid out. 

But it must not be forgotten that the di- 
rection of the wind plays an important 
part in this method of locomotion, for if 
the angle it makes with the water course 
exceeds 45 or 50 degrees, the boat will be 
hard to steer and will move slowly. 

Nevertheless, on the theory that a con- 
tinuous current of air can be found at a 
certain height, the problem of progression 
by this means should not be regarded as 


unsolvable.

The inventor 
expresses the opinion that if two dwellings 
40 feet high were sent aloft on an aero- 
plane 400 feet in diameter they would land 
with little or no damage. He suggests 
that freight might be dropped from preci- 
pices in this way destined for points some 
distance from the base, as the aeroplane 
would make a long filght before landing.

GOOD deal of evidence that rheumat+ 
A ic fever ts an Infectious disease has 

- Accumulated within the last 10 
years, and while that theory is not yet to 
be regarded as fully established, !t has ap- 
parently gained samo 
spring. 

One of the reasons for suspecting that 
this disorder might be infectious is that 
several cases will often ocour In the same 
house, and tt is peculiarly prevalent in large 
communities,

flucttiate in the same way as those of 
erysipelas and scarlet fever. 

The first definite declaration of a discov- 
ery was made in 1891, when Bonchard and 
Charin believed that they had. found tn the 
Joint fluid a certain well-known organism 
hitherto associated with suppuration. This 
was the staphylococcus pyogenes albus. 

The presence of this microbe in the joint 
would not prove much, considered by it- 
self. but in 189% St. Germain succeeded in 
producing an inflammation of the joints by 
innoculating an animal with staphylococci. 

A single instance would not settle the 
question, but the experiment was highiy 
suggestive. Since that time aeveral other 
Investigators have found microbes tn the 
blood or secretions. Sometimes these or- 
ganiems were identified as the “aureus,”* 
or “citrus,"’ instead of the “albus,” but 
they were staphylococe. Occasionally, how- 
ever, another microbe that Is characteris. 
tic of pus, a streptococcus, was found. 

Thé latest investigations which bear on 
this subject are those of Poynton and 
Paine, and are reported in the Lancet of 
May 4, 1901. These men assert that they 
isolated diplococc! in 16 casea. Cultures 
were made of organisms found in rheu- 
matic nodules or swellings, and were in- 
jected into the veins of rabbits. 

In consequence the little creatures had 
pain in the joints and inflammation of the 
valves and coverings of the heart. 

The flufa in their joints and some of the 
brain tissues revealed the presence of the 
diplococci. Poynton and Paine think that

VISITED several! of the Arizona mining

Mexico.

Arizona is a country of young men. They 
are the finest type I ever saw, tall, straight, 
finewy, active and absolutely fearless in 
the saddle. They have been burned to a 
brick red by the sun and but for the mold 
iheir features they might readily be 
taken for Indians. 1 never saw men s0 
viciously armed. ach of them carries at 
least two large caliber revolvers in his beit 
and a rifie under his saddle. They can draw 
the rifle more quickly than an ordinary man 
can draw a revolver. From waist to arm- 
pits they are girdled with cartridge belts. 
The Mexicans are equally heavily armed 
and besides their artillery they carry long 
Knives. 

There is a three-cornered feud out fn that 
country. The cattleman hates the sheep- 
herder, and both the cattleman and the 
sheep-herder hate the miner. The mine 
owner cuts timber and pipes water from 
the mountain streams. The sheep man 
needs the shade of that timber and the cat- 
tleman needs the water for his stock. Cat- 
tle will not graze on land where sheep have 
pastured. All this makes traveling danger- 
ous in that country. A stranger is apt to 
be spotted as a timber cutter or a cattle 
raider and when that happens he will have 
more need for the legs of his horse than 
for his fancy revolver.

The government recently reserved a ‘- 
mile tract of timber in the Tullarosa range. 
Men are employed to protect the _ trees.

COOK FOR A CAMPING PARTY 


should be taken into camp. If you 

have planned to go into the wild in- 
terior many miles from any base of sup- 
plies, ample provisions shouvl4 be taken 
along. These had better be purchased at the 
last settlement where a store exists be- 
fore turning Into the woods. 

An ordinary vacation camping-out its a 
much more simple matter to arrange, as 
camp is pitched usually within touch of 
some farm, store or supply boat. In any 
event it will not do to depend upon the 
fish you catch and the game you kill or 
the visit of the supply boat Sufficient 
canned soups, meats, smoked hams, veg- 
etables, condensed milk and dried or 
evaporated fruits to last a week should 
be carried with you into the forest. 

You will find it much more desirable and 
convenient to be provided with a folding 
chafing dish or with one of the camp kits 
of which there is so great a variety on the 
market. The chafing dish occupies little 
space, 

A camp kit consists of necessary cooking 
Utensils and a stove which fit closely into 
one another, the whole going snugly into a 
camp boiling pot, the lid of which may be 
used as a wash basin, or into a basket 
Which can be used for marketing purposes. 

Should a camp kit be unavailable and you 
wish to travel lightly, it is a good plan to 
follow the army routine, a study of years; 
just carry sufficient clothing which can be 
rolled up in your blanket and slung across 
your shoulders like a horse collar. Yor 
cooking utensils procure a vet from a dealer 
in army supplies. This will consist of a 
frying pan of spider with a folding handle 
and a plate which covers the spider and is 
attached by the handle. With the addition 
of a coffee pot, a cup, and a cooking stand, 
this will be all that is absolutely indispen- 
Sable for cooking purposes. You can buy @ 
cooking stand or make one of a piece of 
Galvanized wire, bent -to form a sort of 
large oblong iron stand. having three or 
four legs long enough to permit its being 
placed in the hole where the fire is built. 
The top of the stand should be just an 
inch or two below the surface. This will 
anewer all the purposes of a_ kitchen 
broiler. 

In building @ fireplace dig a hole in the 
Ground from one to two feet deep and 
about four feet long, on a slope, if possi- 
bie. Line the sides and bottom with stones. 
‘At one end of this space place your fire 
(stand. The other ond will make an excclient

‘ S A RULE only plain, substantial food 


baking oven. The fire dying down will leave 
the stone lining red hot and a floor of hot 
ashes on which many delicious dishes may 
be cooked. When you have to have the 
heat for a long time place the utensil con- 
taining the food to be cooked in the hot 
ashes at the bottom, fill up the sides of the 
hole around the pan with other stones and 
thoroughly cover it with more hot stones 
and timber. 

If you follow the following) directions 
closely you ought to come out ail right, and 
be able to give your camp variety as well 
as good cooking: , 

CLEANING FISH.—As soon as your fish 
comes out of the water thoroughly clean it, 
not forgetting to remove the congealed 
blood that lies along the backbone. Sprinkle 
with salt and hang up to dry, until re 
quired, on & sapling between two trees. 

BOILED FISH.—Place in a pot, cover 
it with cold water and drop in about a 
tablespoonful of salt, if the fish is large. 
Do not boil too long, or it will fall to pieces. 

FRIED FISH.—Put fat in your frying 
pan. When piping hot simply lay your fish 
in and cook until done, when season with 
salt and pepper. If you wish, dredge it with 
flour of cracker crumbs before placing it 
in the pan. Another way to fry fish’ is to 
make a batter, dip your article into it, then 
fry in smoking hot fat. As soon as it 
browns on one side turn it over. 

BATTER.—Beat up one egg, add three ta- 
blespoonfuls of milk, one tablespoonful of 
flour and a tablespoonful of melted butter. 

BROILED FISH.—A pleasant change i4 
to split your fish open, lay it on a broiler 
and baste with melted butter. 

PLANKED FISH.—Split the fish open 
and nail it to a small board. Season with 
pepper and salt. See that the stones of your 
oven are at red white heat. Put in your 
fish, put board or pan over top, cover your 
oven and bake until done. 

WILD DUCK.—Wrap the duck. feathers 
and all, closely in mud or damp paper. 
Have the stones of your oven at glowing 
heat. Put in the game, cover closely and 
when your bird is done you will find the 
mud covering will break away, taking the 
feathers with it, and leaving the bird ready 
to oat. 

Any of the frying recipes already given 
may be used for game or fowl. 

EGGS AND BACON.—Cut thin slices of 
bacon and fry. Do not put any fat in the 
pan; there is enough In the meat. When 
done enough draw to one side of the pan, 
and break your eggs into the bacon fat. 


After you take the eggs out you can slice 
potatoes and put them in. As soon as they 
brown nicely they are done. If you have 
not enough fat left in the pan for them 
drop in a little butter or lard. 


OMELET.—Beat four eggs just enough to, 


blend the yolks and whites. Add and 
up about four tablespoonfuls of water and 
a dessertspoonful of butter. Put a little but- 
ter in the frying pan. As soon as it ts siz- 
zling hot drop in the mixture. When it be- 
gins to set, put a knife under it, and tip 
the pan so that the raw portion can run on 
the hot pan. As soon as sufficiently set, 
season with salt and pepper, fold over and 
serve. 

You can make any sort of omelet from 
this recipe by adding before folding over, 
chopped ham, chopped dried beef, shredded 
fish, squash, etc. 

POACHED EGGS.—Put just a little water 
in the frying pan. When it boils break the 
eggs carefully into it. As soon as they set, 
gently throw the water over the yolk untl 
a sort of white film forms. Do 
too long, or the yolk will become hard. 


SCRAMBLED EGGS.—Break and beat up 
the eggs thoroughly, add a’ little waier or

be cooked in this way: Pears, currants, 
cherties, berries, cranberries, etc. 

If you do not want to watch the pot and 
stir it to prevent it from burning, a handy 
item to take along with you is two tin cans 
fitting into one another and each having. a 
lid. Fill the lower can with water. In the 
upper one put your fruit, etc. There will 
then be no danger of the food scorching, 
unless the water boils away in the lower 
vessel. 

If the pot In which you set the can with 
the fruit is very large, then drop a few 


other pot, and put a large stone on top of 
the smaller can, to Keep it down in the 
water. 

VEGETABLES.—If you can procure fresh 
vegetables they can be cooked very easily 
peeling and pouring over‘them hot wa- 
ter. Add about a dessertspoonful of salt 
and boil until soft. If you cut them into 
small pieces they will not take so long to 
cook. Potatoes can be washed and boiled 
in the skins. 

Potatoes can be cooked in the hot ashes 
of your fire. Any you have left over you 
can slice, add onions cut up and vinegar,

pepper and salt, and you will have an ex- 
cellent potato salad. 

CORN.—Take a long stick, sharpen the 
end and insert it into an ear of corn, Hold 
it before your camp fire and roast it. Eat 
with butter, pepper and salt. 

PEAS.—Put two tablespoonsful of butter 
in a pan; when melted add a can of peas. 
Season with pepper and salt and cook for 
10 minutes. 

BREAD.—Blend together one quart of 
flour, three teaspoanfuls of baking powder 
and a pinch of salt. Rub into it half a cup 
of lard and butter well mixed. Knead into

ING LEOPOLD IT ts again trying to 
induce the Belgian Parliament to 
consent to the annexation of the Con- 

gO Free State in South Centra! Africa. 
The question is now under discussion in 
the House of Representatives, and it Is be- 
Heved that at last the wishes of the King 
will be carried out. 
AS at present constituted the Congo Free 
| Btate is an absolute monarchy, King lLeo- 
\ pola IT being the sole arbiter of his Afri- 
Can subjects’ destinies. The government of 
the Free State 'n its present form is, how- 
ever, only temporary; since, acocrding to 
the convention of 1390, Belgium has the 
Tight to annex the state. 

King Leopold has, moreover, bequeathed 
the state to Belgium, in the event of his 
Geath before the question of annexation ts 
Voted wpon by the Belgian Parilament. If, 
Contrary to all probability, the Belgian 
Chambers were to refuse the royal legacy, 
it would be difficult to say who would be- 
Come the next sovereign of the State, 
though this question can be settled by King 
Iaopold himseif. 

If he bequeaths the Congo to his suc- 
Sessor—presumably Pince Albert, the King's 
nephew, son of the Count of Flanders—this 
Successor must, before accepting the gift, 
be authorized to do so by Parliament. 

The Free State is, therefore, at present, 

- King Leopold’s persona] property. The an- 
nexation of the Congo to Belgium as a 
colony would be an affair of the utmost im- 


portance, both for the Free State and for 
Belgium, which would thus become a great 
colonial power. 

The existing commercial and industrial 
Bituation in the Free State is clearly set 
forth in the recently published official gov- 
ernment reports o nthe subject. 

When the Belgians first explored the re- 
gions of the Lower Congo the only articles 
of export from the district were palm oll, 
cocoanuts and ivory. But now that the Ma- 
tadi-Leopoldville Railway, which will carry 
freight at low rates, is open to traffic, a 
greater number of other products will be 
exported. 

The figures relating to the tvory trade 
fn the Free State are eignificant. Accord- 
fing to the latest statistics the annual pro- 
—.fuaeen of ivory in the world is about 70 
tons, of which 600 tons is derived from 
‘Africa. It may, in fact, be said that, wih 
the exception of a smal! stock of fossilized 
fvory derived from India and Siberia, the 
entire output of ivory comes from the dark 
continent. 

Half a century ago all this African ivory 
came from Egypt and Zanzibar, but today 
the Congo Free State holds the first rank 
among ivory producing countries. 

In 1899 no less than 370 tons were export- 
ed to Europe, this being more than half 
the total African output. The Antwerp 
fvory market, which was started on July 
Si, 1888, with a sale of 15 tons, surpassed 
the Liverpool! market in 1899 and the London

Stanley places the number of inhabitants 
of the Btate at twenty-nine millions, and 
Governor-General Wahis, after visiting the 
regions of the upper river and obtaining in- 
formation and statistica on the spot from 
the government agents, thinks that Stan- 
ley’s estimate must be considered a min- 
imum, 

The inhabitants of the Congo are un- 
equally scattered over the territories of the 
state. Side by side with districts where 
the population attains an extraordinay den- 
sity there afe regions where the villages 
are few and far between, and others which 
are almost uninhabited. 

The region of the Falls, 
Kimpese, the banks of the Congo river, 
between the Pool and Bolobo, the Lower 
Ubangi and certain districts of the Bornu 
Basin have few inhabitants, while certain 
regions of the great forest, notably the 
basin of the Lopori, have a dense popula- 
tion, and there are others between Basoko 
and the Falls which Stanley and Dhanis 
found uninhabited. 

According to the explorer Costermans, 
the country extending between the Pool and 
the Kwango is thickly poulated. In the 
district of Lankuru are found the largest 
villages in the Free State; one of them, 
Nmtombo, has, so Major Parmenter says, 
a population of at least 16,000 inhabitants. 
From these several estimates it is con- 
cluded that the Free State has an average 
population of 12 inhabitants a square kilo- 
meter. 

The Congo negroes, with few exceptions, 
adapt themselves easily to civilization, and 
make excellent workingmen, provided they 
are kindly treated. The history of the 
Congo railway from Matadi to Leopoldville 
is in itself proof sufficient of the adapta- 
bility of the Congo negro to the habits of 
civilized life. 

It took no less than five years to build 
the first 24 miles of the railroad. During

these five years the negro laborers em- 
ployed were treated with extreme harsh- 
ness, practically like slaves, the whip and 
rattan being used freely by the Belgian 
overseers. 

It was only after the unsatisfactory re- 
sults of the first five years that the di- 
rectors of the railway company decided 
to adopt another system. 

From that time on the blacks were no 
longer treated like slaves, but were put on 
a level with Belgian laborers, and paid not 
by the day, but according to the actual 
amount of labor performed. 

Stimulated in this manner by the pros- 
pect of gain in proportion to their efforts, 
the natives then showed what they were 
really capable of doing, and in four years

only be explained by the difference in the 
two methods of treating the laborers, for 
the difficulties in building the road were 
the same throughout. 

Henceforth, «efter the successful experti- 
ment of the Matadi-Leopoldville Railway 
Vompany, it is certain that any great un- 
dertaking requiring native labor can be 
accomplished in the Congo Free State. 

This, in itself, is of the utmost importance 
for the future development of the Upper 
Congo country. There is now great proba- 
bility that new means of communication 
will before long be established throughout 
that extensive country—the Upper Congo— 
the area of which is five times that of

MEANS A , 
. REAL INJURY 


ROFESSOR THEODORE HOUGH, 

instructor in biology at the Massa 

chusetts Institute of Technology, has 
made a series of experiments which show 
that muscular soreness is not merely tem- 
porary fatigue, but that overexertion 
causes a real and serious injury and re- 
sults in the tearing apart of the muscular 
tissues. 

The apparatus used in the determinations 
of muscular fatigue and soreness is com- 
paratively simple.

'Werds of wild elephants are still ex- 
ely numerous in the immense virgin 
of Central Congo. The natives hunt 
these animals more on account of their 
flesh, which the negroes greatly appreciate, 
for their tusks, But only a small 
rtion of the ivory annually exported 
from the Congo is taken directly from 
newly killed animals. 

Thus, during 1899, of the 29,985 tusks sold 
on the Antwerp market, 8539 alone came 
from freshly killed animals, the remaining 
21.446 tusks being what the natives term 
“dead ivory.” 

For centuries the aborigines have been 
collecting elephant tusks, which they con- 
sidered as having little intrinsic value, but 
useful as articles of exchange. The Khar- 
toum merchants were the first to discover 
ihese hidden reserves of ivory, first in the 
region of the Upper Nile, in the district of 
‘Bahr-el-Ghazal.

The experiments cannot fail to impress 
one with the fact that the fatigue record 
is @ most accurate indication of the work- 
ing capacity of a muscle, and gives rise 
to the theory that the cause of ordinary 
fatigue in a trained muscle is the presence 
of waste products of activity, which, it 
may be reasonable to suppose, limit the 
work done in proportion to their amount. 
If the rhythm is slow enough the blood 
completely removes these waste products 
in the interval of rest between the contrac- 
tions and no fatigue appears upon the trac- 
ing. 

But the tracings have been so mathemat- 
leally exact that the effect of a slight 
physiological disturbance, like that caused 
by the smoking of a cigar, is pegerces 
plainly. 

The tests of untrained muscles have re- 
sulted very differently. The untrained mus- 
cle failed to come to a constant fatizcue 
level, but the height of its contractions con- 
tinued to diminish to the end of an experi- 
ment last 20 to 25 minutes. 

There was no painful sensation during or 
immediately after the experiment, but eight 
hours later the muscle began to feel sore, 
the soreness reaching its height in 12 hours. 

Tracings given by the muscle in this con- 
dition were, for the first few minutes, very 
painful, and the height of contraction 
against a spring showed a marked diminu- 
tion of strength even when all the feelings 
of soreness had passed away. 

Little or no power of recovery was no- 
tloed upon the changing to a slower rhythm 
and no improvement was recorded in the 
working capacity of the muscle so long as 
dally experiments were made—a most sig- 
nificant fact\in its possible application to 
methods of yaicai treining.

We must except Manila when describing 
the habits or customs of the people of these 
islands, just as we should also except Hav- 
ana in describing the Cuban .people,because 
large cities and capitals are not truthful 
exponents of the interior, where the major- 
ity of the population lives.

Something over 20,000 trees grew from 
these seeds, and a large number of them 
are still standing. 

These trees have been allowed to go to 
seed, and are simply used for their seed, 
as they are now about 45 years old, and @ 
tree is harvestable at six years. 

‘This seed is planted in what is known as 
the rurseries, although in that country a 
nursery Goes not comprise a glass-covered 
establishment, as the coldest winter days

F THE GRAND CANYON. 


Unique Tribe of Indians Who Live in an Isolated Retreat, . Where 


the Water Is Bad but Their Enemies Cannot Reach

N the northwestern part of Arizona, high 
up where the Grand Canyon comes into 
. the Territory, and in that section 
called Cataract Canyon, there dwells now a 
race of Indians which, in some respects, 
resemble the Apaches of the farther south- 
west, yet in most ways are very different. 
Both have the same general cast of fea- 
tures, gvith high cheek bones, straight nose, 
firm chin, and both are of an angular 
build, 

There is, however, great difference in the 
language they speak. One cannot under- 
rtand the other. and in stature the Apaches 
OO net approach the size of their kinsmen. 
With these the women are nearly as tal! 
ae th» men, and the men are so much great- 
rr in stature than those of other tribes 
thot they are called by them ‘Tall men.”’ 
This tribe le known ase the Havasupai tribe, 
and is a branch of the great human family 
which is found freely distributed, with dif- 
ferent dialects, throughout the extreme 
rovuthwest of Colorado and on to the Gulf 
of Canfornia. 

It embraces the Yuma, Maricopa, Hava- 
supal. Mojave and Walapa't tribes, all of 
which are sometimes called Apache, with 
the other terminations added, as. Apache 
Mojave or Apache Yuma. The word Apache 
means “fighting -men,’’ and is said by 
George Bird Grinnel, in his book on “The 
Indians of Today,.”’ not to. be limited in 
application to any particular tribe, proper- 
ly speaking: yet in genera! the naime is 
given to those more fierce and warlike 
tribes of the farther Southwest. 

The Havasupais are more peaceable, and 
if jet alone will live in quiet, and raise 
their small crops of fruit and grain with 
great regularity and care. They will, on 
the other hand, when thoroughly aroused, 
go to the extreme limits of cruelty in 
wreaking vengeance on their enemies. They 
are quite set, too, in their habits of liv- 
ing. and do not take kindly to innovations 
in the way of food. As there are no fish 
in the Cataract Creek, and those found for- 
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never fails to afford a feast. 
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Colorado and 


vine are seldom seen by their people who, 
indeed, have no knowledge of how to catch 
them, they will not eat any kind of fish. 
Chickens and eggs, for similar reasons, 
are also tabdoed; but roast burro or horse 
Pork is for- 
bidden, and the Indian agency people had 
quite a time to ifduce them to touch po- 
tatoes; though the young people were more 
easily converted to the new bill of fare than 
the older. They raise peas, beaner and corn. 

There is a strange coincidence revealed in 
the meghod of irrigation in vogue with 
these people, and that of the early Spanish 
fathers of the Mission times. They are 
practically identical, yet the tribes do not 
speak one word of Spanish, nor is there 
a trace, even, of an old mission anywhere 
in their vicinity. It seems etrange that 
they should have been able to acquire this 
advantage in the way of industrial prog- 
ress without also acquiring some of the 
Spanish ways of speech or dress; yet there 
nothing of the kind with 
which to identify the coincident facts. 

The ideas of justice among these people 
are most summary and terrible, even to 
the punishments that are inflicted upon 
dumb animals. If a burro stgals anything, 
he is marked by having his*ears clipped, 
and in some cases taken quite off; and a 
dog who has earned this unenviable repu- 
tation is tied around the mouth with a 
He is then 
turned loose and allowed to go about thus 
muszied unti] he is nearly dead of starva- 
tion. When the thong is removed the deep 
‘welt in the skin and flesh leaves a gray 
streak when healed over, and the animal is 
branded forever as a thief dog. 

They have also another, and rather more 
curious and ingenious than human method 
to keep coons and coyotes away from their 
tents at night. They take a dog out into 
the field and string him up by the fore 
legs, leaving the hind ones so they can 
just touch the ground. The poor beast 
howls all night, and thus alarms the preda- 
tory “varmints” that may be prowling 
about. The Indian goes placidly to sleep, 
lulled by the music of his dog's cries, well 
knowing that the hours of the animal's 
misery and suspense are the means of 
preservation of his provisions and that of 
his neighbors. 

The Havasupal, however, labors under a 
@reat disadvantage as to both his crops 
and his health, because ofthe impurity of 
the water he has to use. The water is 
60 thoroughly impregnated with lime, as it 
comes from the great lime beds of the 
along the Grand, and on 
through the Cataract Canyon, that its use 
is almost suicide. The teeth of these In- 
dians, in contrast to those of all other 
Known trfbes, are very poor; the water 
Affects their eyes also. In time it gives

HARMLESS 


TORNADOES 


PROMISED 
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RUSHSYLVANIA, O., July 5. 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 
ROF. J. G. SUTTON of this city has 

Pp devised a means which, he believes, 

will conquer the dreaded tornado. 

He says he can make windstorms harm- 
less by putting up tornado poles in districts 
where storms are most frequent. 

Prof. Sutton's theory is that windstorms 
of the magnitude of tornadoes never occur 
except in regions where there is either 
metal or water under the turface of the 
ground, 

These substances beneath the earth act 
like.wires to carry the electrical current 
which is constantly being absorbed by the 
earth. 

His theory is_that tornadoes never occur 
except where these subsurface conductors 
are overcharged. A great rush of electrical 
energy comes toward the earth seeking a 
way to escape. The underground conduc- 
tors, being already overcharged, cannot 
carry it off. It is thrown back from the 
earth with great violence and a tornado re- 
sults. 

Here is a summary of his plan: 

Since tornadoes are caused by over- 
charged subsurface conductors, it is easy 
to see that, if metal rods were arranged,- 
reaching from the overcharged subsurface 
conductors high into the air, in such a way 
that they could not be torn down by the 
winds, and at the same time were numerous 
enough to answer as discharging points for 
the stored-up electricity, then tornadoes 
would be diminished both in humber and se- 
verity. 

The earth, if provided with such metal 
points, would not, like the ball, long retain 
its charge, and, consequently, there would 
be no overcharging of subsurface conduc- 
tors. Imagine a country thus protected by 
thousands of such “tornado rods,"’ reaching 
up 100 feet or more into the air! We woula 
see more or less funnel-shaped clouds pass- 
ing along the tops of the rods, but seldom, 
if ever, dipping down to the earth. 

If it should be decided to select a definite 
path—along the line of some particular sub- 
surface current—for future tornadoes to 
travel, all the subsurface conductors in 
that vicinity could be conected with it, by 
means of artificial metal conductors. .The 
tornadoes could be led to travel along that 
path by running, from the subsurface con- 
ductor to a few feet above the earth, a 
great number of metal points, placed at 
short intervals along the path. The dis- 
charge of electricity would naturally take 
place where there is the least resistance, 
hence the discharge would be from the 
metal points, and the tornado must follow 
the path. All valuable property could be 
moved to some distance on either side of 
the path and the owners be ready to smiie 
and admire the great demon in chains, 
which he struggles to break, but cannot.

system of artificial nonconductors, and then 
if the positive electifcity were led off, by 
means of a large conductor, to negative 
earth, it would relieve the overcharged ter- 
ritory of its surplus electricity and thus 
prevent the pending tornado. 

It is Known that earth currents are ever 
present, and that they move from north 
to south. Now, if a number of the earth's 
natural condensers of positive electricity in 
the north latitudes were joined in circuit to 
the negative condensers of the south lati- 
tudes by conductors of less resistance than 
is offered by the natural subsurface con-

TEN the invitation was extended to 
me to spend several months at the 
house of a wealthy landowner in 

the northern part of Argentine there was 

not a minute's hesitation on. my part, be- 
cause this would be a profitable trip for 
two reasons. It would give me an oppor- 
tunity to see the beautiful mountain scen- 
ery of the Andes and to study the mode of 

South American travel. 

The latter consideration was the more 
important, inasmuch as the usual way of 
crossing the mountains is in a party of 
tourists, under the direction of a guide of 
the “Compania transandina,’’ who will 
take you to spend the nights at the hoteis 
along the mountain pass. This may be more 
agreeable, but affords less opportunity for 
a close observation of native customs. 

I had as traveling companions the two 
Bons of my host. We left Santiago on the 
28th of December for the small town of Los 
Andes, a general starting point for all who 
wish to use the “Uspallata’”’ pass,the safest 
one in the north of Chili. Here we expected 
to find our guide, Montroy, who had been 
Bent to Chili with the necessary mules. 

On reaching the town, however, Montroy 
Was not to be seen anywhere. 

We Were seated at the table in the Hotel 
Comercial eating our dinner and wonder- 
ing where our guide might be, when a man 
with a large sombrero on his head. a 
“poncho” thrown across his left arm and 
tremendous spurs on his boots, stepped into 
the room and addressed us politely, saying 
he’ had a message for us from Montroy. 
“Padre Montroy,'’ he said, ‘‘was 
terday, but left for a farm near San F: lips 
(a neighboring town) to procure another 
saddle, intending to be back this morning.

“Aconcagua,” and it is impossible for him 
to reach you. You must return by train to 
San Felipe, where he can meet you.” 

“No trains to San Felipe,’’ said the ticket 
@gent the next morning. Train communi- 
cations had been cut off during the night 
©n account of the havoc which the moun- 
tain streams were playing everywhere. 

Things were beginning to look serious. 
But by taking a coach part of the way, 
carrying our baggage for two miles, and 
overcoming difficulties of every description, 
we finally reached the neighboring town. 

We had employed a “peon” to help us 
carry our trunks, He astounded me by car- 
rying our heaviest trunk the entire distance 
Without resting more than twice and then 
only to readjust his turban. This feat is 
only an example of the physical strength 
and endurance of the Chilian “peon.”’ The 
average “‘peon,”’ although very lazy when 
he has a few centavos in his pockets, will 
work hard all day, if necessary, on a piece 
of bread in the morning and some beans for 
his other meals. Most of them are addicted 
to Grink and use bad whisky that under- 
mines their health. It is surprising, how- 
ever, that in spite of their mode of living 
they are endowed with such strength. 

We waited in vain for Montroy at the 
plaza in San Felipe. But the sudden ap- 
pearance of the messenger to Los Andes 
®aved us from growing ill-tempered. He 
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‘came galloping down the street on a beau- 


tiful horse. Even in my anxiety to know 
something about our guide, I could not heip 
noticing the dashing appearance of animal 
and rider. 

The Chilian horse is small. wel)! propor- 
tioned and graceful. The dress of the 
“huasos” (country people) is odd and ro- 
mantic. 

San Diego wore on this occasion a 
pointed, broad-brimmed hat, with a heavy 
cord around it that terminated in large tas- 
sels hanging over the rim. A patent leather 
strap attached to the inner side of the hat 
rested on his chin, instead of passing un- 
der it. 

He had on an elegant “manta,” from 
which only the left arm protruded. The tips 
of his boots rested in large, but fancifully, 
carved stirrups, while his spurs were 
nickel-plated and of the largest size obtains 
able. 

He showed great surprise at seeing ua¢ 
and brought his mare to a sudden halt 
with one of those quick Jerks of tbe reins, 
which is here considered essentia! to good 
horsemanship. A Chilian horseman wil! 
sometimes ride at full speed towards a 
wall, and when only a few feet away siop 
80 quickly that one expects rider and borse 
to dash against it. 

San Diego told us that Montroy had 
found a circuitous road to Los Andes, and 
had gone there, thinking we could not leave 
that town, as trains were not running. We 


mountaths, enjoying the imposing scenery 
of the “Uspallata”’ pass. 

There are many waterfalls along the road 
that leap hundreds of feet down the moun- 
tain sides, sometimes resembling silve? 
threads hanging from high precipies and 
eoametimes scattered into clouds of spray 
where they strike projecting rocks. 

The most interesting spot along this pass 
is “E] Salto del Loldado,”’ or the Leap of 
the Soldier. 

According to the legend, a captain of the 
Chilian army turned traitor during the war 
of independence. He was pursued into the 
mountains and, reaching this precipice with 
his pursuers close behind, gave spurs to his 
horse and leaped over the mountain side. 
Horse and rider were immediately killed in 
the swift current of the Aconcagua river. 

The place consists of two rock wails, 
about 200 feet high, that, from a distance, 
seem to be so close together that one might 
leap across. On approaching, one finds them 
to be about 50 feet apart. At the bottom 
flows the Aconagua river, which rushes 
through this narrow bed with great swift- 
ness. 

Salto del Soldado is the terminus of the 
railway line. There tourists start their jour- 
ney across the mountains on mules ob- 
tained at the stables of the “Via Longa” 
company. 

Refore dark we found a nice camping 
place, whese we decided to stay for the 
nieht. Montroy and his little son, Pancho, 
were soon at work preparing our evening 
meal, which was done in truly South Amer- 
ican fashion. 

Stretched out on my blanket I fell asleep 
at once. but was awakened by a soft 
‘senor’ whispered into my ear. It was 
Pancho. who had prepared ‘“‘mate” and was 
handing it to mé. 

“Mate” is a tea prepared from the herb 
mate and is a national beverage. I soon felt 
its stimulating effect and was ready for the 
“cazuela” (vegetable soup) without which 
a Chilian meal is incomplete. 


It was growing cold and we sat as close 


as possible to the fire, where we stayed for 
an hour, smoking and listening to the ghost 
stories which Montroy told. He shared 
many of the superstitious beliefs of his 
race and many of his stories were personal 
experiences that had taken place during 
the many years of his mountain travels. 

The camp presented an interesting picture 
in the ruddy glow of the fire. Montroy was 
dressed in a loose flannel shirt and light 
moccasins. He is tall and handsome, with 
quick, observing eyes, so common among 
the natives of Chili. His knife, stuck into 
his belt, he uses for all purposes, for cut- 
ting the hoofs of his horses, slicing bread 
and meat, and, if necessary, with no little 
skill as a weapon of self-defense. It is dif- 
ficult to find one of his class who does not 
use his “‘punal’’ dextrously—and quickly. 

When we reached the snow line we found 
it hard work to proceed, on account of the 
great amount of snow. At many places the 
path had not yet been opened. Where the 
snow was hard we drove our animals over 
it. At other places we followed natural 
channels that had been formed by the melt- 
ing of snow. 

It requires no little skill and experience 
to select the safest places, where there is 
no danger of striking soft and treacherous 
snow beds, 

The scenery on the Argentine side is in- 
ferior to that on the Chilian. There is one 
beautiful view, however, along the Men- 
doza river, where the road rises higher and 
higher, always following the windings of 
the river. At the highest point the pass be- 
comes uncomfortably narrow, with scarcely 
enough room for one rider. On the left are 
overhanging, cone-shaped rocks, and above 
these, at a small distance back, high cliffs. 
On the other side of the river mountain 
pillars tower to the height of several hun- 
dreds of feet. The scenic effect is greatly 
heightened by the.fine coloring of hills, 
where they are covered with volcanic earth. 

After a few days we reached the end of 
our journey. Two months we spent on the 
pampas of Argentine, 100 miles from the 
nearest village. The life on the pampas and 
the primitive state of civNization found 
there would in itself furnish sufficient ma- 
terial for an interesting account. 

Several miles from the house is an old 
Indian cemetery, and there we picked up 
and excavated a large number of arrow- 
heads, old copper rings and nicely worked 
pieces of pottery. 

Prominent at this place are two large 
rocks that are completely cfVvered with In- 
dian script. These rocks were transported 
to that place, perhaps from the mounatins, 
for they are the only large ones that can 
be found in that vicinity. 

On our return trip to Chill I was com- 
pelled to leave my companions and travel 
ahead, as it was necessary for me to be at 
Santiago in three days from the time we 
Started. I was successful in finding a guide 
and by riding for 27 hours without food or 
sleep I reached Santiago just in time. But

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it was a dangerous undertaking to cross 
the mountains at night. he coach road 
was in a bali condition, so that we 
repeatedly lost. The bridges were in a con- 
demned state and threatened to break @wn 
under our weight. At place the road 
was entirely, destroyed, compelling us to 
ride back for a distance of six miles to 
take a path that I remembered as the most 
rugged path of our trip to Argentine. 

The @Mght was dark, and the guide found 
the way by throwing his arms around the 
neck of his mule and bending down as far 
as possible in order to see better. 

Furthermore, it is considered unsafe fora 
foreign tourist to travel alone at night, for 
he is supposed to have money, and the 
guides of the Andes cannot be trusted. It 
was on this account that I did not dare to 
take a nap, although I was utterly fatigued 
from being in the saddle for 18 hours. 
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Stretching out in the road for a few min- 
utes to rest my legs that were now begin- 
ning to pain excruciatingly, I almost fell 
had resolved to be care-

I remember jumping up with a start and 
the guide stealthily crawling. up to 
me on his knees. My was ready 
for use and I ordered him back. He obeyed 
my command promptly, although he ex- 
cused himself by saying that he wished to 
saddie girth, which had been 
fastened only a short time before. 

It was late in the morning when: we 
reached Los Andes, but I had ample time 
to rest below, taking the train to Santiago 
and back to civilization. 

My visit had been a pleasant one, but it 
was nice to return to a place where I could 
again sleep in a comfortable room.

REGURIO CORTEZ, the _ noted 
(; bandit, is in jail at last, but Texas 
has paid dear for his capture. He 
Killed two sheriffs and one constable, cre- 
ated an uproar in the whole of southwest- 
ern Texas which may yet result in a race 
war, and monopolized the attention of half 
the officers of the state for two weeks. He 
coolly admits his identity and, admits he 
killed three of the officers. 

Cortez’s career has been a wild one. He 
is a Mexican. An expert horseman and fa- 
miliar from boyhood with every foot of 
ground for a hundred miles of the Rio 
Grande from Matamoras to Presidio, he 
was a most dangerous man when he turned 


bandit. 

For years he has been the leader of a dar- 
ing band of horsethieves who stole anl- 
mals from Texas ranches, concealed them 
in the chaparral thickets until pursuil was 
given up or carried into other places, then 
smuggled them across the Rio Grande and 
sold them. Cortez was long suspected, but 
could not be caught In the act. 

Three weeks ago Sheriff W. T. Morris of 
Carnes County had secured evidence on 
which he was sure he could convict the 
leader of the horséthieves. He and two dep- 
utiles undertook to arrest the Mexican, but 
instead of throwing up his hands he drew 
and fired with remarkable swiftness and 
precision. The sheriff was shot dead before 
he knew the Mexican was intending to re- 
sist, and one of his deputies was. wounded

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Strange Discovery by Prof. 
Hambach of St. Louis, 
Made While Studying 

Fossil Pentremites 
in Missouri and 
Ilinois, 


ERE is a poser for the vegetarians. 

The first meat-eater was a veget- 

able, The discovery was made by a 

St. Louls solentist, Dr. Gustav Hambach, 

instructor in geology at Washington Uni- 
versity. 

Dr. Hambach has found strange fossils 
near St. Louls, His investigations show 
tat Missourl and Illinois were once be- 
neath the surface of a great ocean. 

The most interesting finds were made 
near Chester, Ill, in the old Kaskaskia 
rogion. 

Strgnge creatures, preserved fn rock, have 
a’so been found near Kansas City, Mo. 

Most remarkable of all are the pentrem- 
ites, 

They are creatures of the sea a thousand 
miles from salt water. They have not 
moved, but the sea has gone away and 
left them high and dry. 

They were alive 2,000,000 years ago, during 
the period known to geologists as the sub- 
carboniferous age. 

In outward form they 
aties. They had roots, 
branches and foliage. 

Yot they lived on flesh meat. 

Refore Dr. Hambach began his investi- 
gations the pentremites were classed as 
members of the vegetable kingdom. 

Yr. Tiambach went further than any 
other scientist had ever gone in trying to 
find out the true nature of these strange 
creature: 

Tie was splendidly equipped for the work. 
Tio made frequent the 
country around St. gathered 
12,000 specimens of pentremites, a larger 
number than had ever been at ‘the dis- 
posal of a scientist. 

Besides being a geologist, Dr. 
is also a biologist of established reputa- 
tlon. 

This knowledge enabled him not 
determine the outward formation and char- 
acter of the pecullar which 
he had found. but also to make an intelli- 
gent investigation of their internal 
ganism 

In addition to his geological and biolog!i- 
cal knowledge, Dr: Hambach is a skilled 
draughteman. This it 
ma kg absolutely correct drawings 
specimens which he is studying. 

The result of his long research will 
be published in pamphlet 
Academy of Science of St. 
The tilustrations are now being made,rin 
Germany from drawings by Dr. Hambach. 
The paper will set forth in full the 
strange characteristics of this queer sea 
product which partook of the natures of 
both the animal and the vegetable. 

Dr. Hambach will show that, while root- 
ed to the bottom of the sea, and without 
power of locomotion, the pentremites fed 
on sea aniamis, and had digestive, res- 
piratory, circulatory and reproductive or- 


gans, 
He will show also that In the process of 
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evolution the pentremite developed into the 
sea lily and through that form into the 
star fish, which is living at the present 
time and is classed as a member of the 
animal kingdom.

ENTREMITES are found in the Ches- 
ter, Burlington, Keokuk, Warsaw 
and St. Louis limestone formations. 

They are most numerous in the Chester 
beds. 

I have studied various forms of the species 
for 30 years and am fully convinced that 
the pentremite was of the same family as 
the sea lily, the star fish and the sea 
urchin. I was fortunate enough to find 
splendid fossil specimens of the sea lily 
near Kansas City. 

I was thus enabled to compare these 
forms with the pentrem'tes. My paper, 
which will soon be published by the Acad- 
emy of Science, shows the points of re- 
semblance. 

The pentremite looks much like the closed 
bud of a pond iily, or a magnolia, but it 
is much smaller. The length of different 
specimens is from one-eighth to one-half 
an inch. 

There are always five plainly 
areas passing from the summit in the shape 
of a star. There are also five parts, which 
would correspond to five leaves of the 
closed bud. Between these leaves there 
are five spaces. The creature took its name 
from these characteristics. Pentremite 
means ‘‘five extremities.” 

At the base there is a flattened surface 
where the stem was fastened to the upper 
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portion. 

The pentremite was securely anchored 
to the bottom of the sea, or to rocks along 
the coast. 

It could not move from place to place, but 
it was wonderfully provided with means 
of keeping itself alive. 

It did not get its sustenance from the 
rocks or from the soil in which it was im- 
bedded at the bottom of the sea. 

It needed animai tood, but it could not 
go after it. Right here nature came to its 
assistance. The outer surface of the creat- 
ure was covered with long filaments, like 
corn silk. The filaments were kept con- 
stantly in motion, either through the 
agency of some power within the animal 
or through the action of the water. 

The motion created a circular current 
around the pentremite, making a sort of 
an eddy, into which minute sea insects 
were drawn. The top of the pentremite 
was in the center of the vortex When 
he needed a meal all he had to do was to 
open his mouth and take his fill of choice 
seafood.

In the neighborhood of Chester and Kas- 
kaskia, Ill., pentremites may be found by 
the hundreds. Many of them are imbedded 
in the rocks, but the best specimens are 
found in the beds of creeks and small 
streams.

HE great State of Missouri is going to 
shave St. Louisans free of charge 
during three weeks. 

Missouri has to be shown tat St. Louls 
barbers know their business and there is 
only one way.the demonstration can be 
made. 

The barber must appear before the State 
Board of Examiners and shave somebody, 
and cut somebody's hatr. 

That's where the free shave comes in. 

The barber, unlike the artist, cannot 
make use of a lay figure. He must have 
@ man with real whiskers and natural hair 
to practice on. 

So the august board will have to go forth 
in July and look for such subjects as it 
may find. 

Notices will be scattered broadcast that 
the State of Missouri will provide free 
shaves and hair cuts for venturesome citl- 
tens. Preparations are being made to in- 
stall @ regulation three-chair barber shop 
at the headquarters of the board at 202 
North Eighth street. There the free barber- 
ing will be done. 


No barbers with sponges need apply. The 
board has issued an ultimatum that no 
sponges may be used in Missouri. It has 
pronounced the sponge unsanitary and 
cViassed it as a breeding place for disease 
germs. Also the powder puff. 

The modern Missour! barber must be a 
walking sanitarium, Besides his razor, his 
strop, his towel and his cup he must carry 
& supply of antiseptic preparations in his 
little valise when he swings around the cir- 
cult looking for a job. 

The rules which are to govern Missourt 
Darbers have been formulated by the board. 
Under the law at least one copy of these 
rules must be displayed in every barber 
shop. A barber cannot begin work in 8t. 
Louis until he has obtained ‘a license from 
the board. This costs him $5. The board has 
&@ right to revoke a license at any time and 
any licensed barber may prefer charges 
against another. 

The principal grounds for revocation are 
* wneleaniiness, intemperance and previous 


-, tonviction of a crime. 


The penalty for working without a 1- 
* eense or for employing a barber who has 
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r.ore than $100 or imprisonment in jail for 
not less than ten days nor more than nine- 
ty days.

HIS examination will be the first of 

its kind ever attempted in St. Louls. 

It should be productive of great 
good. The members of the board are all 
practical barbers. We have decided that 
the best way to judge the applicants is to 
make them show us just what they can do. 

About 150 barbers, have already made ap- 
plication for licenses, Everyone of them 
will be required to go through the practi- 
cal test. The other members of the board 
and myself will be on hand to see how they 
do the work. 

lam president of the board. V. E. Burch 
of St. Joseph is the treasurer and J. J. Ry- 
an of St. Louis is the secretary. 

Every applicant will be required to make 
a percentage of 60 points out of a possible 
100. The greatest importance will attach to 
the practical work, although we will ask 
each applicant a number of questions, 
which he must answer satisfactorily. 

We will ask him what kind of a brush he 
uses. If he says his brush is one in which 
the bristles are fastened to the handle with 
a wrapping of twine that will be a point 
against him. The twine is of necessity un- 
cleanly. It gathers and holds dirt and im- 
purities and it is impossible to clean. In 
the best brushes the bristles are attached 
by means of a casing of smooth rubber. 
Brushes in which the joint is of metal are 
also permissible. 

We will ask him what he uses to wash 
the lather from a customer's face. It wiil 
do him no good to answer that he uses a 
eponge, fow the board has tabooed the 
sponge. 

tie must tell whether he served an ap- 
prentice under a regular barber or just 
picked up his trade. If he ever worked in a 
barber's college he cannot get a license. 

He 
will be asked to tell on what: kind of « 
hone he prepares his razors, what kind of 
solutions he uses for disinfecting his razors 
und scissors and, above all, what he would 


roughly boiled when laundered, 
kept in places secure from dust and 
other impurities and frequent hand- 
ling; hair brushes and all tools used 
in and about the shop must be kept 
thoroughly clean. 

2. In shaving or cutting the hair of 
customers who have eruptions of the 
scalp or face, particular attention 
must be paid to cleansing everything 
used on them, with due regard to an- 
tiseptics. In every such case, brushes 
and combs must be thoroughly boiled 
or disinfected with a 5 per cent solu- 
tion of carbolic acid before being 
used again. The razor, immediately 
after such use, must be washed in 
running water with soap and wiped 
with gauze, wet with alcohol.

This is not strong 
enough to blister and skin the face in av- 
erage cases. It may be increased or reduced 
in strength by adding to or taking from 
the amount of bichioride of papery. Do 
not forget that this last ingredient is a 
powerful poison and should be kept out of 
the reach of children and ignorant persons.

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They Were Gathered by J. R. Eaton, a Missouri Professor of Languages 
Who Died in Egypt, and Are the Property of His Widow. 


RS. M. L. EATON of Liberty, Mo., 
M has made at the Bank of Wasnhins- 
ton, at Washington, Mo., the most 
unique money deposit ever made at a bunk 
in Missouri, if not in the whoie United 
States, : 

Mrs. Eaton's deposit consists of the 14 
coins mentioned in the Old and New Testa- 
ments of the Holy Bible and 129 other 
coins, all of them struck at or near the 
time of Christ and several of them repre- 
senting the first colnage.in Europe, Asia 
and Africa. The deposit is not subject to 
check and draws no interest. It is the oniy 
money in the bank covercd by insurance in 
another money. 

Mrs. Eaton is the owner of this unique 
Missouri colléction. It represents a life- 
time of research by her husband, William 
R. Eaton, who died three years ago in 
Egypt, where he was spending the summer 
searching for coins of the ancient Egyp- 
tians. 

Mr. Eaton was professor of languages at 
William Jewell College, at Liberty, Mo. He 
was an enthusiastic collector of ancient 
coins, making them the chicfest scientific 
work of his life. He was a member of the 
American Association of Numismatists and 
was the author of several] books on the his- 
tory .,of coinage. He frequenily spent his 
Vacations in the field which furnished 
specimens—Asia, Europe and Africa. He 
Gevoeted to numismatics all his income 
abdve the immediate needs of his house- 
holf. We did not buy and se}! ceins, but 
clupg to every good specimen he found. tle 
mae for his coins a little mahogany cabi- 
net, In this he kept them under lock and 
sSealous care, seldom exhibiting them and 
thén only to a chosen few. Hie had a broth- 
er in the T’nited States navy who was able 
to assist him materially in his collection 
of coins. The brother was himself an ex- 
pert numismatist, and had many onrortuni- 
ties to secure valuable coins Many of the 
finest pieces in the Maton were 
securec by the naval officer, 
extensively and hed frequently 
the poria ef the Mediterranean. 

The cabinet of old colns. was about all 
Pro. Baton left as an estate. Mrs. Maton 
had scarcely an idea of ita value and was 
guite at a loss to know what to do with 
it. She has now taken it to the Bank of 
Washington, at Washington, Mo., for safe 
keeping. and it is there at this time, locked 
up th the bank vault and as far removed 
from eyer that wou'd like to see it as it 
was while Missourt's earnest student cf 
numismatics lived and added to It. 

' "The people at the bank approximate the 
value of the collection at $5000. Mrs. Eaton 
is understood to recollect that her hus- 
band one time remarked that his coins 
were worth so much. He is not known to 
have ever made an effort to dispose of 
them, seeming to guard them closer as 
they grew in niimber and seizing upon 
new and rare pieces with all the delight of 
the collector who delves for pure love of 
the acience and would as soon think of 
giving up the rare things he has found 
as.a mother would think of surrendering 
some of her children. 

. Qne needs to know nothing of numis- 
matics to be interested in the Baton coins. 
It Ja quite enough to see one of the pieces 
of silver or shekels which tempted Judas 
Iscariot to betray the Savior: or .the half- 
shekel which was the portion of every 
adult. Jow’s tribute to the temple; or the 
Httle mite which was the poor widow's 
contribution to the treasury; or tHe de- 
narius of Tiberius Cesar which was the 
dally wage of the Roman soldier; or the 
quadgrans of Herod Agrippa, of which it is 
said in the twelfth chapter of Matthew: 
“Two mites which made a quadrans.”’ 

Prof. Eaton’s care of his precious coins 
was painstaking. He kept each of them 
wrapped in tissue paper and stowed away 
in the little cabinet, all properly classified 
and registered by the American Associa- 
tion of Numismatists, the only possible 

Here 
is his record of the fcurteen Bible coins, 
each accompanied by a description of the 
book, chapter and verse in which the coin 
is tioned:

The gold daric or drechm of gold was a 
Persian coin of the time of Darius. [It 
looks more like a solid gold cuff button than 
the staple coin of as great an empire as was 
that of the Medes and Persians. The gold 
in it is worth $5.50. It was struck four cen- 
turies before Christ. 

The shekel is the famous piece of silver 
of Israel. It is quite a handsome silver 
coin, @qual in circumference to our quarter 
dollar and almost three times as thick. The 
stiver in it is worth 64 cents. It was for 30 
of these pieces of silver that Judas Iscariot 
betrayed the Savior, so the sum received by 
Judas was $19.0. Robert Morris, secretary 
of the American Aasrociation of Numismat- 
ist# and possibly the leading American au- 
tharity upon this subject, passed judgment 
upon the Eaton collection, and in the reg- 
istration of each is Mr. Morris’ comment. 
Of the shekel he says: 

“This is a coin of Simon Maccabee, 138 
B. C, It t* of pure silver and a perfect 
‘Specimen. All authorities agree tn attrib- 
Wting this rare coin to Simon Maccabee, 


and there is no rational. doubt of it, or 


that it is one of the celebrated pieces of 
silver for which Judas betrayed his Mas- 
ter. The proof of the genuineness of the 
specimen is two-fold: First, the well-known 
Rolla Floyd of Joppa, Syria, guide through 
the Holy Land of many tourists, procured 
it of the finder. who discovered it at Ce- 
sarea, Second, the appearance of the speci- 
itself. exuminers are agreed 
that this is an original specimen. This is 
my judement, after seeing the best Euro- 
pean collection of Hebrew coins.” 

Of the half shekel Mr. Merris writes: 
“No more perfect specimen of this ex- 
quisitely beautiful coin has ever reached 
this country.” 

Of the mite he says: “This is a veritable 
lepton or mite, such as was cast into the 
treasury by the poor widow. The coins 
usually des'gnated as mites are not mites, 


but quadrans or farthings, weighing 3! 
grains or more, the weight of two lepta. 


This specimen ts far superior to the coin 
1 have seen at Philadelphia, the genuine- 
ness of which I have always doubted 

The intrinsic value of the mite contrib- 
uted by the widow is one-eighth of a cent.

course I kept the whole three. I have 
thereby settled that question beyond con- 
troversy, for here are the coins, and the 
Scripture is right that states that it takes 
two mites to make aé farthing, and I 
firmiv believe that beyond my collection 
there are no true mites in the United 
States, and but few in the world. In regard 
to the “penny’’ (silver denarivs) bearing 
“Cesar’s image and superscription,”’ it 
is possible (say one chance in a million) 
that the very coin in this collection was 
once in the Savior’s hand. 

2. I aimred to secure at least one specimen 
each of the very earliest coins ever issued, 
in gold, silver and bronze (brass) of the 
Greek and Roman cotlrage, and in this 1 
have succeeded, with perhaps one excep- 
tion, in. regard to which numismatists are 
doubt. The securing of the first Roman 
bronze, the criginal As or Libra, from 
which we derive our Troy pound, was pe- 
culiarly fortunate. I had special facilities 
for procuring rare, ancient coins from the 
fact that my brother, an officer of the 
United States navy, was *many years in 
cruising in the Mediterranean, and while 
there became quite widely .known as an 
expert judge of coins, and so at various 
ports coins would be brought him. I had 
sent him a list of the coins needed to com- 
plete my collection. Soon after I received 
a letter from him in which he says: ‘‘l 
see vou have in your list the As Gravi 
(weighing a Roman pound). “Bless your 
soul ,don't set your heart upon. getting 
this, for there are few even in European 
museums, and if one was found for sale it 
would cost a small fortune-to purchase it.’’ 
I replied that I never had much hope of 
ever getting one, but that I thought best 
to put it down, as it was needed to com- 
plete my wants. Providentially he hap- 
pened to be at Naples when an urn was 
disentombed there containing 60 ancient 
Roman Ases of different sizes (during the 
Punic wars the Romans, getting hardup 
for money, reduced the weight of the As 
several times until it weighed less than 
an ounce). My brother had the first p!ck 
at these and, weighing every one of them, 
he found two of about the original weight, 
and he secured one of them for me. I 
have in my possession a letter from Mr. 
Head, the keeper of coins in the British 
Museum, bearing evidence that my As is 


a better specimen, being heavier and there- , 


fore more ancient, than any in the British 
Museum. The gold coin of the Roman re- 
public was also very difficult to obtain. I 
had a number sent to me as such, but they 
proved to be of the empire, and I re- 
turned them, but at last I succeeded in 
securing the coins wanted. 


2. | desired a series of coins representing 
the progress in the art of coinage—from 


the crude lumps with the crudest punch 
mark up to the perfect die. This series 
may be said also to be complete. 

4. I desired coins to show by their inscrip- 
tions the changes in the alphabetical char- 
acter and the development of the English 
alphabet from the Semitic, through the 
Greek and Roman. In this feature the col- 
lection is especially valuable to the Greek 
Student, philologist and linguist. It shows 
that our present English alphabet is more 
ancient than the classic Greek; e. g., a coin 
of the ancient Greek city Himera has the 
inscription’ HIMERA, which any English 
schoolboy can read, although it is pure 
Greek. Others show that nearly all our 
English letters were used by the ancient 
Greeks. Another interesting fact brought 
out by the coins is that Omicron and Omega 
were originally written of the same shape 
and differing only in size, thus—o—O—hence 
the words o Micron (little 0) and O Mega 
(big o). But seeing them liable to be mis- 
taken the one for the other, Omega was 
changed by the Romans 100 B. C. to @ 
double O—OO, The ancient Greeks used al- 
so the letter o, but being more sensible than 
we moderns, ostracized it as of no use, as 
we ought ta do. 

5. I desired to secure, as far as possible, 
other things being equal, coins bearing the 
portraits of the various worthies issuing 
them. We are dependent solely upon an- 
cient coins for our knowledge of how the 
great characters which have carved out 
history and dominated great epochs looked. 
In looking at these coins one can see how 
Alexander the Great (the first one to put his 
portrait ,on his coins), Ptolemy the 
Great, Julius Cesar, Augustus Cesar, Nero, 
Brutus, Cassius, Marc Antony, ete. All 
these coins mark some epoch in history or 
is a monument to some. noted historical 
event. With the ancients, at every memo- 
rial event, coins were struck to commem- 
orate the event, so that these are medals as 
well as coins—historical monuments, and 
so of infinite value to the student of his-
